Abstract

learning pursuing to become fine art and design teachers, and these 
could be students pursuing diploma, degree in fine art and design 
education. 

This book states all the possible methods, techniques and systems 
that may be applied while teaching the designing subject. I provided 
simple and usual methods, techniques that must be used in order to 
guide the learners of fine art. 

The aim of this book is to able art teachers' use methods that are 
simple, encouraging and attractive to the learner so that everybody 
can study or offer fine art and design as their best and favourable 
subject, because fine art and design is done for the purposes of 
conveying concepts, presentation of ideals. 

Fine art and design is so important because it can be used as an 
approach to teaching and learning were fine and performing arts 
are a primary pathways to learning. The methods and techniques 
give in this book can be applied depending largely on the 
information or skill that is being taught there by achieving the 
session goals and objectives. 
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Definitions 

Teaching is a systematic presentation of facts, ideas, 
skills and techniques to students or leaners who 
receiving the information and peruse them, if the 
learners fail to previse the information given to them 
then it mean you have not thought. 

A teacher or schoolteacher; is a person who 
provides education for learners or students, the role of 
teacher is often formal and ongoing, carried out at 
a school or other place of formal education. 

In education, teachers facilitate student learning, often 
in a school or academy or perhaps in another 
environment such as outdoors. A teacher who teaches 
on an individual basis may be described as a tutor. 

There are different ways of teaching often referred to 
as pedagogy. When deciding what teaching method to 
use teachers consider students' background knowledge, 
environment, and their learning goals as well as 
standardized curricula as determined by the relevant 
authority. Many times, teachers assist in learning 
outside of the classroom by accompanying students on 
field trips. Teaching style has changed over the years 
due to the increasing use of technology, specifically the 
rise of the internet over the past years in the country. 

The Ancient education: was a period of around 3000 
BC, this period saw the beginning of writing, education 
became more conscious or self-reflecting, with 
specialized occupations such as scribe 
and astronomer requiring particular skills and

knowledge. Philosophy in ancient Greece led to 
questions of educational method. Plato described a 
system of instruction that he felt would lead to an ideal 
state. In his dialogues, Plato described the Socratic 
approach, a form of inquiry and debate intended to 
stimulate critical thinking and illuminate ideas. 

It has been the intent of many educators since, such as 
the Roman educator Quintilian, to find specific, 
interesting ways to encourage students to use 
their intelligence and to help them to learn. 

Medieval education: during this period Comenius, 
in Bohemia, wanted all children to learn. In his 'The 
World in Pictures', he created an illustrated textbook of 
things children would be familiar with in everyday life 
and used it to teach children. Rabelais described how 
the student Gargantua learned about the world, and 
what is in it. Then later, Jean-Jacques Rousseau in 
his Emile, presented methodology to teach children the 
elements of science and other subjects. 

During Napoleonic warfare, the teaching methodology 
of Johann Heinrich Pestalozzi of Switzerland enabled 
refugee children, of a class believed to be un-teachable, 
to learn. He described this in his account of an 
educational experiment at Stanz. He felt the key to have 
children learn is for them to be loved. 

During the 19th century: Education started as a 
compulsory phenomenon, the Prussian education 
system was a system of mandatory education dating to 
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the early 19th century. Parts of the Prussian education 
system have served as models for the education 
systems in a number of other countries, including 
countries such as Japan and the United States. The 
Prussian model required classroom management skills 
to be incorporated into the teaching process. 

Now in the 21th century: It can also be called the 
technology method or era much of the teaching 
methods in the 21 th century are more computerized 
Newer teaching methods may incorporate projector, 
television, radio, computer, and other modern devices. 
Some educators believe that the use of technology, 
while facilitating learning to some degree, is not a 
substitute for educational methods that encourage 
critical thinking and a desire to learn. Inquiry learning is 
another modern teaching method. 


The teaching profession varies from country to country. 
In many developed countries teaching is a highly 
respected and it's a significant profession. In countries 
like Japan teachers receive significantly better salaries 
and benefits than the teachers in the United States. 
When we come to our developing nations teachers 
often have prestige, but their salaries are often 
insufficient and their working conditions are generally 
poor. Formal education is not an old phenomenon in 
Africa it was brought by missionaries during the periods 
of colonialism. 
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A teaching method is a way of teaching learners about a 
subject in such a way that the information you give 
them will be conceptualized, understood and learned. 
There are different types of teaching methods such as: 
lecture, discussions, whole group work, small group 
work, individual work, role-play, quizzes, problem- 
solving, programmed learning, experiential learning, 
games or case studies and all of this depends on the age 
of the learner and the subject. 


A teaching method comprises the principles and 
methods used for instruction. Commonly used teaching 
methods may include class participation, 
demonstration, recitation, memorization, or 
combinations of these. The choice of teaching method 
or methods to be used depends largely on the 
information or skill that is being taught, and it may also 
be influenced by the aptitude and enthusiasm of the 
students 

Arts integration is a term applied to an approach to 
teaching and learning that uses the fine and performing 
arts as primary pathways to learning and it differs from 
traditional arts education by its inclusion of both an arts 
discipline and a traditional subject as part of learning. 
According to John F. Kennedy arts integration is; "an 
approach to teaching in which students construct and 
demonstrate understanding through an art form. 
Students engage in a creative process which connects 
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an art form and another subject and meets evolving 
objectives in both". 

Fine art and design is often perceived as a talent, an 
interest, a hobby or purely as a recreational occupation 
BUT research shows that children exposed to arts do 
better in school, develop greater social, cognitive and 
emotional skills and are more likely to earn higher 
degrees of education later in life therefore a good 
background of art education and good use of methods 
and art teaching techniques will enable students 
perform better in other subjects as well. 

There are thousands of arts education curricular 
models, arts-based professional development for 
teachers that schools, community and organizations 
use. Some assert that the core discipline of Western art 
education is the practice of drawing, a model which has 
existed since the Renaissance. 


Recommendations for Teaching Visual Arts 

Gelineau argues that when planning art activities, 
teachers are urged to give careful thought to those 
projects that truly involve self-expression and 
exploration (Gelineau, p. 43). Art is one subject that 
most students are able to freely express themselves, 
because most students begin creating art as infants and 
they are more comfortable with the visual arts. 
Students should be given a variety of options when 
being given assignments it is not a good idea to restrict 
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learner to only one option, in graphics for-example 
teachers usual limit student on colour choice which 
might kills one's creativity, and another scenario 
teachers also tend to emphasize students to follow the 
principles and elements of art but remember these 
principles and elements of art kill creativity. To easy 
teaching fine art teachers should be flexible with 
materials and project choices to appeal to the 
comprehensive interests of students. When conducting 
fine art, a sessions should be integrated into the an 
interdisciplinary lesson plan that is to say students could 
be asked to draw or paint the letters of the alphabet or 
to create a drawing or portrait of an object that 
represents an assigned letter of the alphabet. 

In Uganda today any professional or qualified art 
teacher is expected to scheme for the sessions to teach 
in a given period, and more so must plan for the 
particular session. Therefore to do so the art teach 
should fast study and understand all the art teaching 
methods and techniques how to apply them and be 
introduced to the system of developing the scheme of 
work and the lesson plan. 

To apply the teaching methods and techniques one 
must follow curriculum given by the school or the 
ministry syllabus, instructional approaches, methods 
used by a teacher should be for effective delivery and 
implementation of the curriculum. Therefore teachers 
should opt for the best method in regard to the 
academic ability of the students. 
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Art teaching Methods 


Art Teaching methods are quite many and some have 
been used knowingly and unknowingly and they can 
include: - Questioning, Demonstration, Observation, 
Free-expression, Directed, Correlated, Talk and Chalk, 
Explanation, Lecturing, Self-discovery, Collaboration, 
Teach by moving around. Exhibition, Learning by 
teaching to mention but a few. 

Teachers need to use different teaching methods in 
order to reach all students effectively, a variety of 
teaching strategies, a knowledge of student levels, and 
an implementation of which strategies are best for 
particular students can help teachers to know 
which teaching methods will be most effective for their 
class. According to Prescott augment of using the 
teaching methods in the right way he says that "The 
best method of nurturing children is to provide them 
with situations in which they can work behave that will 
satisfy their personality needs as the latter appear". 
Therefore basing on that, fine art teachers should pick 
one of the best method/s and techniques to meat 
learner's expectations or for effectiveness in teaching. 

Methods and Techniques: 

Explaining or lecturing: is the process of teaching by 
giving spoken explanations of the subject that is to be 
learned. Lecturing is often accompanied by visual aids to 
help students visualize an object or problem. 
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Demonstrating: is the process of teaching through 
examples or experiments. For example, a teacher may 
teach an idea by performing or drawing it or experiment 
for students. A demonstration may be used to prove a 
fact through a combination of visual evidence and 
associated reasoning. Demonstrations are similar to 
written storytelling and examples in that they allow 
students to personally relate to the presented 
information. Memorization of a list of facts is a 
detached and impersonal experience, whereas the same 
information, conveyed through demonstration, 
becomes personally relatable. Demonstrations help to 
raise student interest and reinforce memory retention 
because they provide connections between facts and 
real-world applications of those facts. Lectures, on the 
other hand, are often geared more towards factual 
presentation than connective learning. 

Collaborating: Collaboration allows students to actively 
participate in the learning process by talking with each 
other and listening to other points of view. 

Collaboration establishes a personal connection 
between students and the topic of study and it helps 
students think in a less personally biased way. Teachers 
may employ collaboration to assess student's abilities to 
work as a team, leadership skills, or presentation 
abilities. 

Learning by teaching: In this teaching method, students 
assume the role of teacher and teach their peers. 
Students who teach others as a group or as individuals 
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must study and understand a topic well enough to teach 
it to their peers. By having students participate in the 
teaching process, they gain self-confidence and 
strengthen their speaking and communication skills. 

Group projects: Learning and working in groups involves 
shared and/or learned values, resources, and ways of 
doing things. Effective groups learn to succeed by 
combining these factors. Your group, and each 
individual within it, will only be as effective as they are 
willing to respect differences within the group with that, 
and if it is a trickery course-unite like human figure 
drawing then learns can effortlessly help one another. 

Discussions: this is a process of consideration or 
examination by argument, comment, by exploring for 
possible solutions where informal debate can be applied 
for the good of the learners, therefore under discussion 
a teacher can assess the class and diced to use this 
method. 

Informal instruction: as the name suggests is much less 
formal. If you have been teaching a particular group of 
students for some time, you probably already know 
quite a bit about their interests, ability levels, 
and learning styles. If the group of students is new to 
you, you can make a point of asking them, individually 
or in a group, about their interests and academic 
strengths depending on the age of the children, they 
may also be able to write about this, or answer some 
form of questionnaire about their hobbies, interests. 
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previous instruction, strengths, and weaknesses. 
Students generally enjoy talking about themselves and 
having their teacher get to know them well, as it makes 
them feel special, as well as directing you in choosing 
your teaching methods. 

Direct instruction: is the most common method, many 
teachers use this teaching method almost exclusively, as 
it is considered the simplest, and you can cover large 
amounts of material in a short period of time. However, 
this is not the most effective teaching method to reach 
all students, especially younger ones, who often need a 
more engaging, hands-on strategy in order to learn 
effectively. This method is more of a lecturer method. 

Inquiry-based learning: is a teaching method which is 
based on the scientific method, this teaching method 
can be used for virtually all subjects. Using inquiry- 
based learning takes a lot of time, energy, and planning, 
but it is often very effective. Students practice problem 
solving and critical thinking skills to arrive at a 
conclusion. This teaching method is extremely student- 
centered and student-directed, and can be modified for 
students at any level, reaching them where they are. 
Teachers will generally need to start by modeling the 
process to the students. 

Cooperative learning: is another teaching method that 
is considered highly effective when done correctly, 
students are put in small groups to work together. They 
are usually not grouped by ability, but put in a group 
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with children at a variety of levels. The students are 
then given tasks to accomplish together. Teachers may 
need to monitor these groups carefully, to make sure 
they are staying on task and that all students are 
participating. This form of instruction also lends itself 
well to differentiation, because the teacher can assign 
specific tasks to children at different ability levels. 

Information processing strategies: while it is often 
advisable to have students really understand 
the teaching methods and not just memorize facts, 
there are some cases when facts need to be memorized. 
Facts and concepts may also need to be grouped or 
organized in order to facilitate better understanding. 
Fine art and design teachers can use 
various teaching methods to help students with 
memorization, or they can use graphic organizers, 
drawings, mind maps, story webs, or other ways to 
represent information visually. 

Peers teaching: this is more the same like Learning by 
teaching, only that learns can be grouped and the 
groups should not be selected according to the ability 
but should be randomly grouped because students 
learn faster when they learn from friends or peers. 

Free-Expression: this method give students the freedom 
of countenance, manipulation and provision of a 
relaxed environment under which guided and 
stimulated students produce fresh and spontaneous 
work. While using this method, the teacher should be 
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creative, imaginative, original and resourceful. He/she 
should not know only the meaning of freedom of 
expression but should also know its possibilities and 
limitations. The freedom the teacher gives to his 
students should have a limit because prolonged and 
excessive freedom is negative and this method can be 
effectively used at all educational levels. 

Dramatisation: this method helps to stimulate and 
motivate students by provoking their interests and 
desires. It makes it possible for students to identify 
themselves with characters, situations, events, fantasy 
sceneries and periods. It also assists toward the 
reconstruction of the past, feeling for the present and 
creation of an imaginary feature. The direct result of 
identification, reconstruction and feeling is a 
development of appreciation among the students. 

Directed: The direct method is analytical, academic, 
systematic, formal and more authoritarian. The main 
point of view behind this method is that the student is 
in class learn from the teacher's imposed knowledge, 
dictate procedures and prescribe techniques. This 
method deals with facts. 

Derivative Method: are those methods which have a 
negative effect on self-expression, creativity, originality 
and imagination. They interfere with freedom of 
expression and therefore retard the students' growth 
and development of concepts in terms of knowledge, 
experiences, activities, skills and appreciations. 
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Direct Visual Observation: The aim of this method is 
not asking students to look at objects and then record 
what they see, to encourage this practice will be to 
support one of the most persistent and traditional 
claims of art teaching that the main aim of direct visual 
observation is the development of the individual's sense 
of sight. 

Demonstration: The basis of the demonstration method 
is sensory education and sensitivity. Pestalozzi 
developed demonstration teaching. This is a method 
where the teacher usually exposes the student to 
techniques, processes, use of tools and materials and to 
any other things which they would otherwise not have 
discovered themselves. The students learn the secrets 
of art by examples through direct visual observation. It 
helps to motivate and stimulate the students and to 
give them guidance in the technical know-how. 

Exhibition: it helps students to learn through visual 
display of both their end-products and those of 
professional artists, it communicates ideas and 
stimulates individual thinking. The students learn from 
seeing a display of other artist and they tend to learn 
and get more skill on how to go about a particular work. 
Art teachers can use this method and should encourage 
students to comment on their own works by sharing 
their ideas, techniques they used while drawing. This 
will highly help learners because they will be learning 
from their classmates, because it motivates creative 
activity on the part of the student who enjoys seeing. 
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not only his work but the work of his classmates and 
that of the students of other classes. Exhibitions should 
also be used by teachers to point out ideas and to 
extend meanings beyond verbalism. Exhibitions are very 
important in education because they motivate 
creatively on the part of students who enjoy seeing, not 
only their own work but the work of other students and 
of experts. Exhibits communicate ideas and stimulate 
individual thinking. 

Tracing and Copying Method: this is where students are 
given the opportunity to see directly and copy or trace 
the art work, vector graphics, letters and illustrations 
this can be done may be to get the texture, tonal 
valuation and effects. This method helps the learners to 
produce, and learn art techniques easily by tracing from 
the existing produced art work and it gives a sense of 
sight. 

Passive Methods: this can be best applied in the theory 
papers of art; it's more verbal and can be used with a 
combination of other active and imitative methods. This 
method can as way fall under the chalk and talk and 
questioning methods. 

Questioning: this method stimulates thinking, 
perceiving and acting. That is learners are given 
scenarios that make them think and act by answering 
since visual arts is an evocative process, through which 
the fine art teacher brings out of students what is within 
them and it helps learners to achieve growth and 
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development through self-evaluation, self-motivation 
and self-criticism. While applying this method the 
teacher should avoid group answering. 

Projector, Chalk and Talk: this method combines 
projector, visual and verbal presentation together to 
meet the subject-matter. The method serves on 
projected work, chalk. Black-board, white board and 
verbal media. Its importance is a systematic and 
sequential presentation of knowledge through wording, 
diagrammatic and visual techniques. Here the teacher 
introduces topics and explains them, discusses, asks 
questions, and as well allow learners to ask questions 
and finally writes the notes or sketches on the white 
board or black board and the board should be more 
organized and used as planned in the lesson plan. If the 
teacher is using the projector then everything is shown 
as he/she explains and discuss. When using the 
projector it's better to write more ideas on the board 
because projected work is more summarised. 

Vital teaching aids: A teaching aid is a tool used by 
teachers to help learners improve drawing and reading 
skills as well. Sensory aids: these are devices and 
materials used to extend the functioning of the senses, 
most often including materials adapted for the visually 
or hearing impaired they also includes materials that 
have been translated from one sensory mode to 
another, this can be used to guide learners on the way 
forward. 
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Workshop method: a workshop may be 
a room or building which provides both the area 
and tools that may be required for the artists to use, 
this can be used by putting learns in groups in a room 
with all the tools and material to perform a given 
project, then the teacher can move around and give 
instructions teaching and guiding on what to do. 

Project Method: The project method is in reality a 
practical coordinative group method. It is a useful 
because all the methods are used when project are 
taken and it is more of a workshop method because 
both requires pooling together materials, ideas, 
techniques, knowledge and methods. In this the teacher 
should guide students to get or select topic or theme so 
that they can learn easily by coordinating, directing, 
motivating and advising. 

Group discussion: if it is formally used it requires both 
the students and teacher to make prior preparation for 
the better presentation and if it is informal, 
developments in exchanging ideas are derived from the 
lesson. Whatever form of discussion is adapted, the role 
of the teacher is that of an interested overseer to whom 
students look for assurance that their facts, opinions, 
proposals and solutions are correct and feasible. 


In conclusion however there are many, many more art 
teaching methods and techniques, but the above are 
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the most common ones used and one should apply 
them not only in the scheme of work and lesson plans 
but also most importantly in the day today's teaching. If 
the teacher finds the best teaching method for a 
particular group of students, the students are likely to 
learn more quickly and be more engaged. Both the 
methods and techniques are discussed concurrently 
above only because both can be used and applied at the 
same time. 

It is so important to use a variety of teaching methods in 
fine art and design because it keeps children from being 
bored, and help them encounter the information in new 
and exciting ways. 

After fully understanding the above discussed teaching 
methods and techniques teachers then should use them 
to plan for the subject lessons before starting to teach 
in other-words teachers MUST scheme and then make 
the lesson plans out of the schemed work. 

While teaching fine art and design in high schools and 
higher institutions of learning, a scheme of work should 
be prepared showing what will be taught in the whole 
term, and then its where the lesson plans will have to 
be drawn from, most teachers tend to teach without 
scheming for what to teach for the whole term or even 
when the scheme is made they make the lesson plans 
that are out of their schemed work. This is because 
some art teachers tend to think that fine art has no 
syllabus, but this book aims at informing teachers that 
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fine art has complex syllabi that are supposed to be 
followed. 

The difference between the scheme of work and the 
lesson plan: the Scheme sets out what you are planning 
for the whole of the given term in weeks of the course. 
While the lesson plan is finer-grained and looks at what 
you are going to do within each lesson, lecture, seminar 
or workshop and it should show the timings, minute-by- 
minute of the session, only that this doesn't allow time 
for contingencies and opportunities 


The Scheme of works 

A scheme of work is for-planed or a guideline that 
defines the structure and content of a particular subject 
or course. It maps out clearly how resources such as 
methods, books, techniques, equipment, time and the 
class activities like teacher-talk, group-work, practicals, 
discussions and assessment strategies like course works, 
exams, tests, quizzes, homework will be used to ensure 
that the learning aims and objectives of the course are 
met successfully. It will normally include times and 
dates. The scheme of work is usually an interpretation 
of a specification or syllabus and can be used as a guide 
throughout the course to monitor progress against the 
original plan. Schemes of work can be shared with 
students so that they have an overview of their course. 
The scheme of work has the following main contents 
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namely; Content, Objectives or Outcomes, Methods of 
delivery (student and teacher activity). Assessment 
strategies. Resources and the Remark or comments that 
is after the lesson is taught. 

Note: it is important to keep in mind that it's from the 
schemes of work that the lesson plans are developed.

Every fine art and design teacher has a scheme of work 
but it may exist only inside their heads, and that means 
it may be incomplete just as the curriculum answers the 
learner's question of why they are learning a given 
subject. The scheme of work is the answer to the 
teacher's question of "What and why am I going to 
teach this?". Schemes of Work has been undervalued 
by its paperwork and bureaucracy and others tend to 
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say that it exists only to satisfy therefore being just for 
formality purposes and satisfy the head of institution 
managers. 

Scheme of work is the most useful evaluation tool you 
can have as a fine art teacher at all levels, because given 
that most of teachers repeat art papers yearly, 
reference to last year's used scheme and the previous 
years. It is the best guide on how to change things for 
the given term.

Session/ Lesson Evaluation/ Remarks and Comments: 


Note: The lesson Plan should be drawing from or 
following what was schemed and planned the Scheme 
of Work as shown weekly. 

Before making the lesson plans a good fine art teacher 
should fast find out the philosophy in which he or she is 
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going to apply in order to enable learners develop 
interest and develop their talents and creativeness as 
well, there are a number of approaches or philosophies 
that any fine art and design teacher can apply and 
among them I have discussed a few which can help in 
developing a good lesson plan, hence enabling the 
teacher to meant his/her session aims and objectives. 

The Nurture the child; every human being if born with 
his/her talent that why we here of a gifted student and 
in most case those are students how learn and do 
subjects like math, physics, fine art, music soft 
compared to the rest, but to the rest their also have 
their talents only that they a hidden or they only need 
to be taught the more in order to insight them to start, 
and we all believe that everybody is born an artist. 
There for knowing that the teacher should aim at using 
methods and techniques that will motivate the young 
learners to like art and wake-up their talent, with that 
the teacher will be able to produce powerful artists. 

Explore and experiment with materials and tools; in 
cognitive development and growth we learn by seeing, 
touching and experimenting with therefore when 
developing the lesson plan which is the major tool one 
needs to start the fine art session, the approach of 
exploring with tools is the key in teaching fine art. The 
basis of this recommendation is that teachers should 
design the lesson plan that have to enable students to 
explore and experiment with a variety of materials and 
tools. 
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The fine art teacher should apply the Perfectionist 
approach when creating the lesson plan and that mean 
the same ideal will be applied in the class because it 
turns students into professional artists. Teachers try to 
achieve professional standards in most cases to the 
satisfaction of the ministry standards which in most 
cases becomes a discomfort to most students because 
artists tend to need freedom, for that reason art 
teachers should apply methods that will harmonies this 
issue. 


Materials and tools 

Art in most institutions is considered expensive because 
it's a practical subject that use a lot of materials and 
tools, but teacher should understand that the usage of 
those materials matters a lot, and they should always 
offer instructional materials. Materials and tools play an 
important part in teaching of visual arts, and when 
properly selected and administered at different 
educational level of students can easily facilitate their 
self-expression, imagination and creativity. 

Material and tools differ depending on the subject, 
therefore different art papers have different tools and 
materials and these may include: 

In Painting: you need tools like; oil, powder, water 
colours etc. and material could be: caves, cloth, sugar 
papers, brushes etc. 
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In Graphics: you may need tools like; computer and 
software, sketching pencils, vectors, letters, colours, 
and colour pencils etc. 

In craft: you may need tools and materials like stencils, 
cloth, colours etc. 

Therefore the art teacher should be equipped with skills 
and techniques of use, applying and passing on the 
knowledge to the learners. 


Teaching Aids 

Teaching aids are devices which can be employed to 
assist in the teaching and learning process. These 
devices are an integral part of method because they are 
means and ways which, if employed logically, facilitate, 
improve, accelerate, reinforce and consolidate teaching 
and learning. 

Types of Teaching Aids: 

Sensory aids: these are devices and materials used to 
extend the functioning of the senses, most often 
including materials adapted for the visually or hearing 
impaired they also includes materials that have been 
translated from one sensory mode to another. They give 
students direct or first-hand experiences. 

Blackboard: This is the most conveniently available 
teaching device. It is cheap and simple and should be 
commonly used in the classroom. 
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Automatizing Aids: these presents carefully 
programmed order of problem exercise to student one 
by one or one step at a time and the student responds 
selectively to the exercises given to him. The machine 
responds quickly and shows whether the response was 
correct or untrue it gradually passes on another 
exercise. 

Dramatizing Aids: These are aids in teaching which can 
be exemplified by the drama-creating personality of a 
teacher. They can have the dramatic effect of leading a 
student to identify more closely with an idea or 
sensation. For example a film which dramatizes the 
action of human beings in the market, animals birds 
flying. 

Sketching: this is the best aid for demonstrating 
purpose; the teacher gives very simple quick sketches, 
simple drawings provide an effective power of 
communication to the learners than talking. The 
sketches should be neat and well arranged. 

Pictures: these can be like some of the finished works, 
to be presented to students so that they can copy some 
of the skills and techniques that the artist applied. 

Charts and Diagrams: These should be in a sense 
graphic material. The most common examples are Time 
Charts, Experience Charts, Classification or Organization 
Charts. The major aim of any chart is to visualize some 
idea or concept which may be more difficult to 
understand if treated only in words. Charts sere to 
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highlight important points and to provide an outline of 
materials covered in a presentation and the teacher 
should accompany them with questions which test 
comprehension and perception. 

Projector: this works like the black board its major use 
is to display what the teacher is presenting all the visual 
teaching aids can be displayed using the project. 
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Art teachers should be equipped with Art studio 
techniques 

These highly involve the steps and techniques of how the 
teacher should conduct an art session in the art studio or 
art room or visual art class. 

After being equipped with the above methods and all 
the skills and process of making a scheme of work and 
the lesson plan, then question how to apply them in the 
art class or studio practically. 

As soon as students enter the art room, their curiosity 
focuses on the common question "What are we going to 
do?" at the beginning of any art lesson, the art teacher's 
major task is to introduce to the students the topic and 
the subject matter of the lesson. The art teacher 
therefore is required to apply the psychological aspects 
of method. He should know that the nature of method 
stems in what is known about students and in the 
manner he implements practices with human 
understanding. 

Starting a visual Arts Lesson: 

Step I: 

Introduction, 

Greeting and Roll calling if need be. 

And Reviewing of the previse lesson. 

In introduction of the lesson, the fine art teacher should 
keep in mind four key psychological aspects: 

• Educate 
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• Motivation 

• Stimulation 

• And change the attitude. 

Educate: the main reason why the teacher goes to class 
is to pass on the information and knowledge he or she 
has researched, studied and discovered, therefore this 
is the process of passing on the information, ideas, 
knowledge, skills and techniques. 

Motivation: is the psychological feature that arouses an 
organism to action toward a desired goal and provokes, 
controls, and sustains certain goal directed behaviors. 
The teacher should aim at make such environment that 
will create that satiation during the lesson. There are 
two types of motivation that is: Intrinsic and Extrinsic 

Intrinsic motivation ; refers to motivation that is driven 
by an interest or enjoyment in the task itself, and exists 
within the individual rather than relying on any external 
pressure. Intrinsic is based on taking pleasure in an 
activity rather than working towards an external 
reward. Students who are intrinsically motivated are 
more likely to engage in the task willingly as well as 
work to improve their skills, which will increase their 
capabilities. Students are likely to be intrinsically 
motivated if they: 

• attribute their educational results to factors under 
their own control, also known as autonomy, 
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• believe they have the skill that will allow them to be 
effective agents in reaching desired goals (i.e. the 
results are not determined by luck), 

• are interested in mastering a topic, rather than just 
rote-learning to achieve good grades. 

Extrinsic motivation; refers to the performance of an 
activity in order to attain an outcome, which then 
contradicts intrinsic motivation. It is widely believed 
that motivation performs two functions. The first is 
often referred as to the energetic activation component 
of the motivation construct. The second is directed at a 
specific behaviour and makes reference to the 
orientation directional component. Extrinsic comes 
from outside of the individual. Common extrinsic 
motivations are rewards like good grades, and threat of 
punishment or low scores. 

Stimulation: Stimulation: is the action of various agents 
(stimuli) on nerves, muscles, or a sensory end organ, by 
which activity is evoked; especially, the 
nervous impulse produced by various agents on nerves, 
or a sensory end organ, by which the part connected 
with the nerve is thrown into a state of activity. 
Therefore the teacher needs of clearly identifying 
students' desires and interests then stimulate them to 
act or to do it. 

After the introduction of the lesson topic and 
motivation, students' creative forces may be dormant 
and need to be awakened to the point where they 
recognize the desires and are ready for action. The 
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teacher plays his/her expected role, that of guide and 
counselor. 

Change the attitude: as the teacher enter the session 
room he/she should be ready to change students' 
attitude towards the visual arts course units and papers, 
and be able to make them to realize their talent 
because research shows that everybody is born an artist 
only that some people are able to realize them so fast 
and other the talent are latent hence developing a 
negative attitude towards the subject. So it's the work 
of the teacher to keep in mind to change it. 


Step Two: 

This should take the bigger part of the lesson; it involves 
discussions, presentations and practical work. All the 
method and techniques, the ideologies of motivation 
and stimulation should as well be applied here. There 
step Two is the "heart" of teaching fine art and design. 

It should involve: 

• Introducing the days topic, 

• Setting the specimens, 

• Giving the lesson's class work, use of visual 
materials, 

• Giving Materials and tools, 

• Discussions and Explanations, 
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• Move around and help the learner on how to 
use the session techniques. 


Introducing the day's topic: under this the teacher gives 
introduction, by reviewing the previous lesson, 
introducing the day's topic and sub-topic, asking 
students about the previous lesson. 

Setting the specimens: the teacher after introducing 
then he or she should set the specimens for students to 
draw. And this should be put in the position where 
every student can easily see. 

Giving the lesson's class work and use of visual 
materials: then the teacher can finial give an exercise 
under this he/she is expected to explain what is 
supposed to be done, and it's on this that the teacher 
should present or show the teaching aids, guiding 
learner on how to go about it, the aids show be used at 
this stage because it becomes clear and easy for learner 
to relate the techniques used on the present visual aids 
and use them to perform the given task. 

Giving Materials and tools: materials and tools play an 
important part in the visual arts lesson. Attention 
should be given to their relevant use and to the ways of 
introducing them to the students at the proper time and 
educational level. Therefore when the specimen is 
already set then it becomes easy for students to pick or 
choose what type of tools and materials to use. It's 
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important for the teacher to direct teacher distribution 
them to students or distribute in groups. 

Discussions and Explanations: while the students are 
doing the activity the teacher can intensively explain 
and allow students to discuss the given work and about 
how to use the techniques. This should be done aiming 
at motivating and stimulating the students to create a 
powerful art work. 

Move around and help the learner: on how to use the 

session techniques through guiding students and 
watching them with keen interest and sensitivity, 
helping them to draw and execute a given part of the 
work, under this the teacher will be looking at each and 
every individual's problems or it can be done in groups. 
Because art is a creative subject therefore students 
expect their art teacher to give them guidance in a 
creative and expressive way. For-example a visual arts 
teacher is expected to give guidance in the form of 
drawing, painting, graphics, modeling or any kind of 
designing and the teacher should use a separate piece 
of paper or model to demonstrate, and should avoid 
drawing for students because it kills their creativity and 
talents because the end-products belong to the 
students not to the art teacher. So if the art teacher 
demonstrates on a separate piece of paper or piece of 
model which he destroys soon after, the practice of 
copying is discouraged. 
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By moving round the class catering for individual 
problems, and will be able to discover some general 
problems hence will look for the possible solutions for 
the betterment of the learners. 


Step Three: 

Evaluation: it is a systematic determination of a 
subject's merit, worth and significance, using criteria 
governed by a set of standards. It can assist an 
organization to assess any aim, realisable concept or 
proposal, or any alternative, to help in decision-making; 
or to ascertain the degree of achievement or value in 
regard to the aim and objectives and results of any such 
action that has been completed. The primary purpose of 
evaluation, in addition to gaining insight into prior or 
existing initiatives, is to enable reflection and assist in 
the identification of future change 

This is the second last stage of the lesson it involves 
lesson assessment and evaluation to find out the lesson 
goals and objectives are meet. Therefore under this the 
learners are marked and at the end of the day the score 
should be recorded. But in most cases you might be 
having a big class that you may not be able to mark and 
finish there and then, therefore you can encourage the 
learners to exhibit their works whether finished or not 
and the teacher should encourage the to comment on 
their works and finally the teacher should comment and 
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give general remarks on particular works and comment 
general. 

Visual Arts Assessment Criteria 

Evaluation and assessment criteria normal follow the 
principles and elements of art. BUT the teacher should 
keep in mind that the principles and elements kill 
creativity therefore the teacher should be careful when 
marking the student's art works. 

Principles of design are the laws that may be followed when 
designing therefore a good design should consider principles 
of art to get a best design. Elements are things that are 
involved within making a particular design. The major 
difference between principles and elements is that principles 
are rules you have to follow and elements are things that will 
help you complete those rules for the best project outcome. 

When assessing and marking the teacher 
should the Principles of Design which include 
the following; contrast, emphasis, balance, 
unity, pattern, movement, and rhythm. 

Contrast; this means showing differences in two 
different sections of the design or showing 
somehow that the design being created is very 
different from other designs because of its 
contrast. Contrast can also be used to show 
emphasis in any part of the design. 

Emphasis is given to an area within the design 
because that area is meant to be seen or is more 
important to be noticed when compared to other 
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places of the design. For example, your design 
might be to have white parallel lines going up 
and down. In the center of this design, you could 
have a circle. This circle would be a part on the 
design that is emphasized. 

Balance means keeping your design like a 
pattern. A balanced pattern would be if you had 
a border on your pattern in black. To keep the 
design balanced, make your measurements as 
accurate as possible. Keeping your design 
symmetric is a good technique for good balance, 
but not necessarily the best for ail types of 
designs. 

Unity means keeping the design in a sort of 
harmony in which ail sections of the pattern 
make other sections feel complete. Unity helps 
the design to be seen as one design instead of 
randomness all around the design. 

Pattern is keeping the design in a certain 
format, like having wavy lines ail around the 
design as a pattern, but then the design must 
continue those wavy lines throughout the design 
for good patterns. It would not look good if the 
design suddenly stops aii the wavy tines and 
drew a picture. 

Movement is the suggestion or illusion of motion 
in a painting, sculpture, or design e.g. circles 
going diagonally up and down from right to left 
could show that the design moves up and to the 
right or down and to the left. 

Rhythm is the movement or variation 
characterized by the regular recurrence or 
alternation of different quantities or conditions. 
In simpler words, it is just tike pattern and shows 
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that the design has a 'beat' or 'flow' going with 
it. A plain white box has almost no rhythm what 
so ever. 

Elements of Design, these are techniques that 
are involved within making a design and help in 
making the design look a lot more unique from 
other designs, and can help make the design 
symbolize anything they include: color, value, 
texture, shape, form, space, and line. 

Color is about making the design 's color 
harmonies also make sure that each section 's 
color matches another section 's color. Colors are 
probably the biggest element to pay attention 
when marking or assessing an art work. 

Value is the relative darkness or lightness of a 
color of the art work. 

Texture is the way the design surfaces is treated 
it helps the design to be distinctive or have 
identifying character and characteristics. With 
the proper texture, your design will look more 
fascinating than the average design. 

Shape is something distinguished from its 
surroundings by its outline within your design. 
Form is similar to the idea of shape it is the 
structure of the design and how everything in the 
design looks like it is meant to go together. 

Space means the gap with in the design this 
sometimes helps the eyes to feel comfortable 
when viewing and space will let the human 's eye 
distinguish the part that is meant to be noticed 
compared to just the background. 

Line defines the position and direction of the 
design. 
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Therefore after considering the above then a visual arts 
teacher can assess the student's work may by drawing 
the table highlighting the major objectives of how the 
works was set so as to be able to evaluate carefully, or 
teacher can use the major principles and element of art 
depending on how the question was set an example is 
illustrated below:

The teacher can then use any of the three methods 
above when assessing the student's work. 
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Evaluation of the results: 

The teacher should always mark record and keep the 
results so that he/she can monitor the progress of the 
students. A good fine art teacher should always follow 
the performance of each student so that individual 
weak students can be helped to improve by identifying 
their problems. 

Result grading: 

In Uganda today there is a grading system of using 
alphabetical of (A, B, C, D, E and F) following the 
ascending-order A being the highest up to F being a 
failure and they are defined as follows: 

A- Distinction 
B- Distinction 
C- Credit 
D- Credit 
E- Pass 
F- Failure 

Flowever scores can be marked out of any percentage 
for-example out of 100%, 50%, 20%, or 10%. Flowever 
different schools have different grading system but still 
the highest score gets an "A" meaning a distinction and 
"F" meaning that is a failure. 

Marking system: 

The marking system should be based on the principles 
and elements of art, though these principles and 
elements tend to kill creativity. Therefore the art 
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teacher should also apply his/her artistic knowledge and 
skills while marking not only following the principles and 
elements for-example things like creativity, originality, 
and material utilization should be highly considered. 

For-example 

A = 90- 100 

B = 70-90 

C = 50-70 

D = 40-50 

E = 30-40 

F = 0-30 

After marking then the results should be recorded every 
after marking so that the teacher can tracker the 
students' performance and growth.

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Step Four: 

This stage of the lesson should take the last minutes of 
the session and it includes: cleaning and tidying up the 
studio, art lab, art room. And final end the lesson. It is 
the duty of the teacher to encourage the students to 
clean up the class before ending and leaving the studio 
because if it is not done there and then the studio might 
end turning out of place. 


Step Five 

Ending the lesson; 

Then finally the teacher can end then lesson after 
making sure that everything in back in order, may be for 
other people to use, or for the next lesson. It is at this 
point that the teacher can give remarks, last comments 
about the lesson, the teacher can also tip the students 
on what they are going to look at in the next lesson so 
that they can get prepared in case the next lesson needs 
students to carry other materials for the next lesson 
such as clay, brushes, paints etc. 
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Study and information 

It is important like any other teacher to keep informed 
and researching for new knowledge, ideals and 
information and the following can be good sources of 
information. 

This can be classified into two broad categories: that is 
primary and secondary sources. A primary source is a 
direct description of any occurrence by an individual 
who actually observed or witnessed the occurrence and 
Secondary sources include any publication written by an 
author who was not a direct observer or participant in 
the events described. 

Examples of sources of information 

Books; are the best source of information to get 
references quoted and subjects of bibliographies are 
available in most libraries, and the references given at 
the back of a relevant book may reveal more relevant 
sources. 

Teachers can also get good information to help them 
teach effectively from theses and dissertations are 
other great sources of literature; researchers who 
receive a Master's degree or Doctorate of Philosophy 
undertake original work which they write up as a thesis 
or dissertations. Such manuscripts could prove of great 
value to the researcher. 


Art teachers should also associate themselves with 
journals in order to keep informed so that they can be

able to teach what is relevant to the society. Today due 
to access to the Internet, many journals are on the web. 

Government documents; include policy papers, and 
research reports owned by governments, some of which 
are normally sponsored by international agencies. 

International directories, indices; these are important 
sources which list theses and dissertations which have 
been written in a particular area of specialization. 

The Internet is now the easiest source of information. 
One can easily browse the web and get literature from 
the latest journal articles, policy documents and 
conference. The internet can also help the art teacher 
to get relevant history for the students, artistic photos 
and pictures to use as teaching aids, and to provide 
contemporary artists and their art works to the learners. 

Museums and Art Galleries: Museums and galleries are 
centers of wealth as far as educational ideas are 
concerned. Museums in particular provide a wealth of 
traditional and modern life in the sciences, technology 
and arts. In Galleries too are found all kinds of works by 
famous talented artists representing scientific, political 
and social life. 
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Conclusion 


It was through the interaction with visual art teachers, 
learners and students studying education and particularly 
fine art education, it came to my attention that most 
students who do school practice tend to have difficulties in as 
up-coming teacher due to the limited information about how 
to eguip themselves before going to the lesson. Most of the 
visual arts teacher I have interacted with while they are 
conducting their lessons during school practice truly have the
